Fireman 
Thomas McGuire, Engine Co. 41, 
was treated at the hospital for a 
nail wound in his right foot, and 
also returned to duty.

On his first visit the man had 
called at the house and asked for 
the girl by name, telling the 
mother he was a ductor for the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice and had instructions to ex- 
amine the daughter. The mother 
said the girl was acting as a baby 
sitter at a home in the neighbor- 
hoo.', and the mon went there. On 
the pretext of making a physical 
examination he got the girl to 
disrobe, but did not attack her. 

The mother became suspicious, 
and investigation disclosed that 
the Public Health Service has no 
such outside workers. 

When the man returned yes- 
terday, both mother and daugh- 
ter recognized him. While the 
girl slipped next door to tele- 
phone police, the mother began to 
interrogate the caller. At first 
he said he was “from the medical 
center,” the mother reported, but 
when asked for credentials he 
displayed a calling card indicating 
he was employed by a firm that 
collects. bills for doctors and 
dentists. 

Captured After Chase. 

Alarmed at the interrogation, 
the man _ hurriedly left the 
house. He ran through yards 
and @ileys and climbed fences, 
but was apprehended at South 
Seventh and Lami streets and 
turned over to police. 

Ferguson is 26 years old and 
married. Police said he admit- 
ted molesting the girl, whose 
name he had obtained by over- 
hearing the father’s conversation 
in a tavern, but denied any other 
offenses. He said he formerly 
had been employed as a bill col- 
lector by a firm serving doctors 
and dentists, and had retained 
cards he had used in this work. 

A warrant charging Ferguson 
with child molestation was issued 
today by Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney W. R. O’Toole. A peace dis- 
turbance charge is scheduled to 
be heard in Police Court Friday.
